QUALIFICATION FOR VOTERS. 


Every male persea is entitled to vote 
who is not an Indian, but isa British sub-~ 
ject, either by birth or by naturalization, of 
the fuil age of 21 years, and has resided in 
the Northwest Territories for at least one 
year immediately preceding the date of the 
writ of election, April 24th, 1896, aad in 
the district of Alberta at least three months 
immediately prior to the same It is 
not necessary to be a householder or have 
any property qualification, but in order to 
vote a man must have resided in the Ter- 
ritories from the 24th April, 1895, to the 
24th, Apri!, i896, and in Alberta from the 
24th January, 1896, to the 24th April, 1896, 
No person can vote whove name is not on 
the list of voters prepared by the en:imnerat- 
or. The law has been changed, in this re- 
spect. since last election. An enumerator 
appointed by returning officer prepares a 
list cf voters in each poles division and 
posts up two copies of such list in public 
places within the wanes divison eight days 
before polling day (viz. June 15th.) Appli- 
cation may be made to the enumerator any 
timz up to June 20th, by any credible per- 
sén to have new names added or names 
struck off or corrections made in the descrip- 
tion of voters, and the enumerator, if satis- 
fied of the justice of the application shall 
make the required alterations. No one 
whether properly qualified or‘not can vote 
if his name 1s not on the voters’ list as certi- 
fied by the enumerator on June 20th.

TQ ENUMERATORS AND DEPUTY 
RETURNING OFFICERS. .- 


It will be well for enumerators and 
deputy returning officers to note carefully 
the following particulars ir connection with 
their duties which are provided in the 
Dominion Election Act : : 

All persons whose names are registered 
on the lists of voters for polling districts in 
any electoral district on the day of poljing 
shall be entitled to vote at any Dominicn 
election for such electcral district, and’ no 
other person shall be entitled to vote there- 
at; so that only those persons will be 
allowed to vote whose names are on the 
voters’ lists on polling day. 


Each elector shall be entitled to vote only ; 


at the polling station of the polling district 
on the voters’ list of which his name isjen- 
tered and at no other. This means that no 
voter can vote in any polling district other 
than the one in which his name appears on 
the voters’ list.

FAR NORTH MISSIONS. 


The Rev. I. O. Stringer arrived on Mcen- 
day’s train with Mrs. Stringer. Mr. 
Stringer has been visiting Eastern Canada 
for some six months in the interests of the 
Church of England mission tothe Esqui- 
maux and Indians at the mouth of-Peel 
River in the far north. While at his home 
in Kincardine, Ont., Mr. Striager was 
married. His appeals for funds created 
considerable interest in the east and were 
liberally responded to by all classes. Mr. 
Stringer went north via San Francisco and 
the Yukon about four years ago and learnt 
the Esquimaux language. He worked 
amongst them on Richard’s Island and Hers- 
chell Island in the Arctic Ocean at the 
mouth of Peel river. The mission buildings 
are near Fort McPherson on Peel River 
about 200 miles from the mouth of the river. 
The effects of the work of Mr. Stringer and 
the other clergy are only just becoming 
apparent and the Indians of the Loucheux 
or Takudh tribe as well as the Esquimaux in 
all about 2000, now show an earnest desire 
to receive religious instruction. Arch- 
deacon Macdonald has a church at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, or Peel River as it is called up 
there, from which the work is carried on. 
Mr. Young, a lay worker, has gone to the 
same mission via San Francisco where he 
will proceed to Alaska by a whaler and 
thence proceed by small boats to his destina- 
tion. Arehdeacon McDonald comes out 
this summer to proceed east for a year or sO 
in order to publish a book he has written 
and to recover his health which has become 
poor. The summer in this far north post 
lasts about four months and the only things 
grown so far have been lettuce and radishes. 
The supplies are got threngh the Hadson’s 
Bay Co. and generally go from Edmonton. 
The work is uncer control of the Canadian 
church missionary ‘society. Bishop Reeve, 
of Fort Simpson, has charge of the diocese. 
Bishop Bompas,of the diocese of Seikirk has 
charge of the work west and southwest of 
Bishop Reeve and Mr. Flewellyn and 
Mr. Naylor, of Montreal, are Sgoing out 
to him. Mr. Whittaker has been attending 
to Mr. Stringer’s work in his absence and 
Mr, Stringer ~when he gets back will com- 
mence the study of the Loucheux Indian 
language. He came out last fall via Yukon 
and San Francisco.* Rev. T. J. Marsh is at 
work at the mouth of Hay river on Great 
Slave lake where Dr. Reazin is also station- 
ed. Bishop Reeve had the misfortune dur- 
ing the winter to have his house burnt when 
the thermometer registered 50 below zero. 
Every thing was lost, even the wearing 
apparel of .Mrs. Reeve and the bishop. 
They were vompelled to live ina small 
kitchen through the winter afterwards, A 
good work is being done at the coast 
amongst the seamen of the whaling ships 
which winter there. Mrs. Christie and 
Miss MeKay joined Mr.Stringer’s party here 
and they allleft to-day by team for the 
Landing whence they will proceed to Fort 
Simpson by the Hudson’s Bay steamers, 
thence they will continue their journey by 
small boats and rafts.
